.spirit  control.  The  appreciation  of 
the  value  of  character  is  evident.  In 
these  respects  the  tendencies  at  Indi- 
ana are  worthy  of  confidence.

Ide  Wheeler,  recently  elected  presi- 
dent of  the  University  of  California, 
commend  themselves  so  strongly,  that 
they  are  well  worthy  of  a  place  in  the 
editorial  columns  of  this  paper  : 

It  is  what  goes  over  into  spinal 
marrow,  into  real  life,  that  makes  us; 
and  what  we  are  going  to  get  out  of 
our  university  life  is  not  bits  of 
knowledge,  is  not  maxims  and  rules 
for  getting  this   or  that,  for  learning 


this  or  that,  for  attaining  this  or  that; 
but,  after  all,  it  is  this  one  thing 
which  we  talk  so  much  about  and 
understand  so  imperfectly — it  is  char- 
acter. The  men  you  tie  to  are  men  of 
character.  As  I  grow  older  I  come 
less  and  less  to  respect  men  of  bril- 
liancy, and  to  tie  to  men  for  their 
character.  And  what  men  are  going 
to  get  out  of  their  university  life  is 
not  what  is  pumped  into  the  pail,  but 
what  goes  over  into  life.  And  it 
comes  not  only  from  the  lecture-room, 
but  from  association  with  the  best 
minds  we  find  heie  in  the  student 
body — a.s.sociation  with  the  whole  life 
and  character  of  the  university.  This 
university  is  a  living  thing  the  real 
universii)'  is  alive.  Blood  puLses 
through  its  veins.  The  spiritual  life 
ox  the  men  who  have  gone  before  is  in 
it.  It  is  not  a  thing  of  building  nor 
of  statutes  nor  of  courcs  it  is  a  thing 
of  life.  And  what  you  will  get  out  of 
this  university  that  is  worth  your 
while,  that  will  .stand  b)-  you  is  what 
you  will  get  out  of  association  with  it 
as  a  living  thing.  Therefore,  I  sa\-, 
we  are  not  mechanism  for  providing 
people  with  equipment;  we  are  alive, 
we  have  a  heart.  And  to  that  family 
life,  I  charge  you  students  of  the 
University  of  California,  be  loyal.  It 
is  worth  your  while.  It  is  your  duty. 
Be  loyal  to  the  l^niver.sity.  Be  loyal 
to  all  its  parts.  Sav  that  you  love  it. 
Those  who  take  the  misunderstand 
ings  and  the  quarrels  of  the  inside  to 
ventilate  them  in  the  outside  world 
are  traitors  to  us.  We  are  a  family. 
You  cannot  make  a  university  out  of 
minds,  and  brains.  In  a  university, 
or  elsewhere  in  the  world,  heart  is 
more  than  head  and  love  is  more  than 
rea.s()n.  Hold  you  fast  to  that  love 
for  this  University.  Stand  .strong, 
shoulder  to  shoulder,  when  you  do  its 
work.  Let  every  man.  according"  to 
his  ability,  do  what  the  University 
a.sks  of  him,  and  let  every  man  do  in 
support  of  the  other  man's  work  what 
he  can.

The  MoJtl  School  continues  well 
attended.  Fewer  contagious  diseases 
than  usual  have  diminished  the  num- 
bers, and  the  mild  weather  of  the  fall 
and  early  winter  has  been  especiallj' 
favorable  to  the  little  ones. 

Our  present  Senior  class, 'tho  smaller 
than  last  year,  is  doing  good  work  in 
practice  teaching.  It  has  been  fortun- 
ate in  an  opportunity  of  attending 
Institute  during  the  last  week  of  the 
fall  term  and  in  meeting  Dr.  Krohn, 
whose  recently  published  articies  have 
given  much  valuable  information.  The 
wide-awake  teacher  who  is  a  reader 
has  many  sources  of  help  and  inspira- 
tion these  days.  In  the  January  num- 
ber of  the  Ladies'  Home  Jotiryial,  an 
editorial,  most  forcefully  written,  calls 
attention  to  the  danger  in  home  stud\' 
for  children  under  fourteen.  So  earnest 
a  discussion  bearing  upon  the  health 
of  children  cannot  fail  to  impress 
parents  and  teachers  alike. 

Notwithstanding  the  many  school 
readers  furnished  by  prominent  pub- 
lishing houses,  it  is  difficult  to  find  a 
Second  Reader  that  is  interesting  to 
the  children  as  to  subject  matter  and 
adapted  to  their  ability  as  to  type, 
length  of  lines  and  sentence  arrange- 
ment. The  ideal  line  should  not  ex- 
ceed three  inches;  the  type  should  be 
large  and  well  spaced;  the  paragraphs 
should  neither  be  one  sentence  in 
length  nor  too  long  and  complex.  Dr. 
Sanford  in  an  address  at  the  last  sum- 
mer school  of  Clark  University,  gave 
some  standard  measurernents  of  type 


and  margins  that  if  heeded,  would 
make  man\'  of  our  text  books  more 
readable  and  more  valuable. 

The  subject  of  School  Libraries  is 
attracting  more  and  more  attention  in 
the  school  districts  of  Pennsylvania. 
Manj^  schools  are  starting  with  a  few 
books,  and  a  library  .so  started  is  sure 
to  grow.  We  can  do  nothing  for  our 
pupils  more  far-reaching  in  its  results 
than  to  give  them  a  love  for  books  and 
a  habit  of  reading.  Dr.  Sanford  .says 
investigation  seems  to  prove  that  rapid 
readers  are  not  nece.ssarily  superficial- 
ones,  and  that  the  habit  of  browsing 
amongst  books  may  be  of  decided  ad- 
vantage. Are  we,  as  teachers  of 
Penn.sylvania,  doing  our  full  duty  by 
our  pupils  ? 

It  may  be  news  to  some  teachers  that 
the  School  of  Agriculture  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  College  is  issuing  to 
teachers,  free  of  charge,  a  series  of 
pamphlets  on  Nature  Stud)^  that  may 
be  had  on  application  to  the  superin- 
tendent. "The  House  Fly."  "The 
Honey  Bee"  and  "The  Cabbage  But- 
terfly" are  the  finst  three  of  the  series.

At  the  beginning  of  the  winter  term, 
reguku'  chisses  in  Calisthenics  were 
organized,  all  students,  excepting 
seniors,  being  required  so  enter.  Even 
at  the  present  writing,  when  the 
gymnasium  work  has  been  going  on 
for  less  than  a  month,  the  benefit  of 
such  regular  and  S3-stematic  exercise 
is  apparent.  While  there  has  been 
objection  on  the  part  of  some,  yet  the 
introduction  of  compuLsor}'  physical 
culture  has  met  with  far  less  opposition 
than  was  anticipated.  One  fact  is 
worthy  ot  note,  to-wit:  that  the 
students  who  are  in  the  greatest  need 
of  daily  phy.sical  training  under  com- 
petent direction,  are  the  very  ones  who 
file  the  strongest  protests  against 
entering  the  g5'mnasium  classes. 
Could  such  students  but  realize  the 
growing  importance  that  is  being 
attached  to  physical  development,  and 
the  absolute  dependence  of  all  other 
lines  of  development  upon  the  physical, 
they  would  doubtless  show  greater 
appreciation  of  the  opportunities  now 
within  their  reach.  It  is  due  to  the 
great  student  body,  however,  to  say 
that  the  new  plan  has  been  put  into 
successful  operation  w'ith  but  little 
friction,  and  that  the  students,  as  a 
rule,  regard  the  physical  culture  class 
as  a  provision  made  solely  for  their 
benefit. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  we  have 
such  a  small  gymnasium.  Under 
present  conditions,  the  need  of  a  new 
and  larger  building  is  very  great,  and 
we  believe  the  very  necessity  of  the 
situation  will  appeal  so  strongly  to  our 
board  of  trustees  that  they  will  soon 
take  steps  to  provide  for  our  wants  in 
this  line.       At   present    there   is   not 


room  for  all,  and  consequently  the 
seniors,  who  perhaps,  are  in  greater 
need  than  the  students  in  the  lower 
cla.sses,  are  deprived  of  daily  gymna- 
sium drill.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in 
the  near  future  this  need  of  the  school 
will  be  adequately  met.

The  words  of  the  presi- 
dent    "be    a     man — be    a     woman" 
certainly  were  not  lost  upon    his  hear- 
ers,    if  w'e    were    to    judge    by    the 
program  which  was  carried  out  in  such 
a  praise-worthy  manner.  '    The  Huy- 
ghenians   as    well    as    Erodelpliians. 
decided    not  to   spend   their   valualile 
time  on  an    inane  farce   for  this   open 
meeting    and    attempted     the    Court 
Scene  from  the   Merchant    of  Venice. 
It  is  with  trepidation  that  the  impartial 
spectator    awaits    the    rising    of    the 
curtain    on  a    Shakesperian    play    by 
non-professional  actors,    for  there   is  a 
lurking    suspicion    that    whatever    is 
amateurish  in  means   or  method,    will 
manage  to  keep  itself  pretty  constantly 
in  evidence.       But   on  this  occa.ssion, 
tho  the  non-professionalism  was  there, 
it  kept  itself  quite  carefulh^   concealed 
by    the     earnestness     of      portrayal. 
Perhaps  the   character  most   aborbing 
in  this  scene  is  that  of  Shy  lock.       Mr. 
Bruce' s  presentation    showed  a   pains- 
taking stud}^  of  the  conflicting  elements 
in  Sh3'lock's  mental  and  moral  compo- 
sition.    The      chief      merit     in       his 
performance  was  one   which  amateurs 
can  rarely   claim:    he  kept    constantly 
within  the   character,   and    never   lost 
sight  for  a  moment  of  the  emotion   of 
the  Jew.     Mi.ss  Schafer's  Portia  scored 
strong  points.     The  "Mercy"  speech, 
so  difficult   on   account   of  the   many 
subtle  points  in   it,    was   given    in    a 
manner  worthy  of  one  less  an  amateur. 
Her  eloquence  was  true,    it  was  clear, 
it  was  strong.     Antonio,  the  pivot  on

For  several  years  past  it  has  been 
the  custom  to  set  aside  during  the 
month  of  February  a  "Universal  Day 
of  Prayer  for  Students"  and  this  year 
as  in  the  past,  the  second  Sunday  of 
the  month  was  the  day  chosen.  The 
efficacy  of  prayer  is  too  much  a  matter 
of  individual  experience  and  of  hi>toric 
record  to  need  any  plea  or  defense. 
This  being  the  case  thg  International 
Committee  confined  itself  to  the  task 
of  securing  concerted  action  toward 
definite  ends.  As  the  result  of  these 
efforts  there  will  ascend  to  the  Father 
on  this  appointed  day  a  world-wide 
praxerfor  the  "Evangelization  of  the 
World  in  the  Present  Generation." 
These  will  not  be  idle  prayers,  for 
those  entering  them  generally  believe 
self  exertion  to  be  a  very  potent  factor 
in  securing  the  answer  to  prayer. 
The  Christian  students  of  the  Orient 
unite  with  those  of  the  Occident  in 
this  petition  and  will  with  equal  vigor 
strive  to  make  the  prayer  an  accomp- 
lished fact. 

In  a  recent  report  of  the  Christian 
Student  Movements  of  the  world  it  is 
stated  that  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada  there  are  595  separate  associa- 
tions of  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  368  of  Y.  W. 
C.  A.,  with  a  combined  membership  of 
about  50,000.  With  systematic  Bible 
study  and  prayer  as  the  source  of 
knowledge,  inspiration  and  strength 
and  personal  work  as  the  method  of 
touching  others  the.se  associations  are 
doing  a  work  whose  ultimate  effect 
it  is  impossible  to  conceive. 

Mr.  Howard  Bee  has  been  chosen 
president   of  the   Y.  M.  C.   A.  to  fill 


the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Alfred  P. 
Jaques,  resigned. 

Not  since  the  organization  of  the 
present  Christian  Association  has  the 
interest  in  all  depariments  been  as 
general  and  as  strong  as  now.  The 
prayer-meetings  are  not  only  well 
attended  but  a  general  participation  in 
the  .service  itself  is  e.specially  notice- 
able. The  Bible  classes  are  proving 
to  be  a  source  of  much  valuable 
knowledge  and  are  very  well  attended. 

The  annual  bazaar  of  the  Y.  W.  C. 
A.  was  held  on  the  evening  of  January 
6.  Various  articles  which  might 
prove  u.seful  about  the  students'  rooms 
were  placed  on  sale  and  soon  disposed 
of.  With  the  proceeds  of  the  bazaar 
the  young  women  have  completed  the 
furnishing  of  their  room  on  the  fourth 
floor  of  the  main  building.  A  bright 
paper  for  the  walls,  chairs,  a  book 
case  and  desk,  not  only  make  the 
room  more  inviting  but  facilitate,  as 
well,  the  work  of  the  Association. 

Among  the  articles  sold  at  the  fair 
were  a  half  dozen  small  baskets  made 
of  tissue  paper.  They  were  donated 
by  an  inmate  of  the  Allegheny  County 
Home.  For  ten  years  this  man  has 
lived  in  a  plaster  jacket  because  of  a 
broken  back.  The  baskets  are  made 
of  small  rolls  or  cylinders  of  paper 
which  are  pasted  together  in  such  a 
manner  that  the  designs  are  very 
striking.  Each  basket  requires  about 
6,000  pieces  of  paper  to  complete  it 
and  from  two  to  three  weeks  of  time. 
When  our  lot  seems  hard  let  us  recall 
the  man  with  a  broken  back  who, 
able  to  move  simply  his  hands  and 
arms,  with  seldom   a  complaint  cuts, 
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rolls  and  pastes  week  in  and  week  out 
and  then  donates  the  result  of  his  labor 
that  w^e  of  more  able  body  may  be 
assisted  in  our  endeavor. 

Thanks  to  the  Trustees,  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  room  has  been  made  still  more 
cheerful  by  the  placing  of  paper  on 
the  walls. 

On  the  wall  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
hangs  a  fine  copy  of  "Breaking  Home 
Ties."  To  the  Hon.  Harry  White,  of 
Indiana,  the  young  men  are  indebted 
for  this  beautiful  reminder  of  "The 
dearest  spot  on  earth." 

With  the  passing  away  of  Mr. 
Moody  it  was  at  first  feared  the 
Northfield  Conferences  would  be  dis- 
continued. While  concieved  by  him 
and  succe-ssfully  inaugurated  through 
his  energy  and  strong  personality,  it 
is  still  a  fact  that  they  soon  outgrew 
the  one  man-power  stage  and  are  now- 
regarded  as  part  of  the  Association 
movement.  Plans  for  next  summer's 
conference  are  being  completed  so  that 
Mr.  Moody's  work  will  not  cea.se  with 
his  earthly  existence  but  will  move 
on,  gathering  in  force  as  it  goes.

CJb^  University  Extension  Lectures. 

For  several  years  past,  one  of  the 
.special  features  connected  with  life 
at  the  Normal  has  been  the  course  of 
University  Extension  lectures  given 
each  year  during  the  first  few  weeks 
of  the  winter  term.  Teachers  and 
students  are  realizing  more  and  more 
what  an  important  factor  in  the  edu- 
cation of  the  student  such  a  course  of 
lectures  is;  aud  that    if  the   greatest 


possible  good  is  to  be  gained,  we  can 
not  afford  to  omit  the.se  lectures  from 
the  regular  course  of  study. 

We  are  fortunate  this  year  in  having 
.secured  on  our  University  Extension 
Cour.se,  Oscar  L.  Triggs,  Ph.  D., 
instructor  in  English  in  Chicago  Uni- 
versity, who  is  delivering  to  us  a 
course  of  .six  lectures  on  the  subject, 
"An  Introduction  to  the  Study  of 
Painting."  A  greater  intere.st  is 
manifested  in  the  course  this  year  than 
ever  before,  byth  by  the  citizens  of 
Indiana  and  the  students  of  the 
Normal;  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
interest  may  continue  to  increa.se  from 
year  to  year.  The  .subject  of  painting 
is  one  in  which  a  wide  interest  is 
being  taken  at  the  present  time,  and 
yet  it  is  one  about  which  man}'  know 
very  little.  Dr.  Triggs  is  .succeeding 
in  creating  a  deeper,  a  more  intelligent 
interest  in  ihis,  one  of  the  most 
delightful  of  the  fine  arts,  and  is 
thereby  increasing  our  ability  to  enjoy 
a/l  that  is  beautiful.  B}^  means  of  his 
lecture-studies  and  stereopticon  illus- 
trations he  has  taken  us  back  to  the 
beginning  of  painting — has  shown  us 
the  crude  beginnings  of  the  art  and  its 
gradual  development.  We  have  be- 
come better  acquainted  with  the  differ- 
ent periods  in  its  history,  and  with 
the  masters  who  have  made  it  what 
it  is.  "Classici-sm  in  Art,"  "Romantic- 
ism in  Art,"  have  a  clearer  meaning. 
We  shall  be  better  able  to  "study  a 
picture-"  ,
